1 8  Boylston  Street. 


The  society  was  instituted  in  1851,  and  incorporated 
under  its  present  name  in  1852.  After  a  successful 
existence  of  twelve  years,  its  work  was  temporarily 
discontinued  in  consequence  of  the  interruption  caused 
by  the  Civil  War.  The  work  was  resumed  again  in 
1868  under  its  present  auspices,  and  rooms  were 
provided  at  No.  12  West  Street.  These  soon  proving 
too  small  for  the  purposes  of  the  society,  larger  ones 
were  taken  in  the  fall  of  1868  at  what  was  then 
No.  300  Washington  Street,  corner  of  Suffolk  Place, 
where  the  whole  building  above  the  first  floor  was 
eventually  occupied.  These  premises  also  proving 
inadequate,  it  became  necessary  again  to  move  and 
enlarge  the  accommodation.  A  suitable  lot  of  land 
having  been  found,  a  public  appeal  was  made  in  the 
spring  of  1874  for  funds  with  which  to  purchase 
the  land  and  erect  a  building  for  the  society.  By  the 

generosity  of  its  friends,  the  necessary  amount  with 

* 

which  to  begin  the  work  was  speedily  secured ;  and 
the  present  building  was  completed,  and  dedicated  to 
the  use  of  the  Union  March  15,  1876.  By  the  gen¬ 
erous  legacy  of  the  late  Joseph  B.  Eaton,  a  Life 
Member,  supplemented  by  a  free-will  offering  of  many 
friends,  the  society  was  enabled  in  1879  (December  10) 
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to  hold  its  building  free  from  all  indebtedness.  The 
enlarged  facilities  not  only  increased  the  power  of 
the  Union  in  various  fields  of  benevolent  work  at 
home  and  abroad,  but  the  greatly  augmented  member¬ 
ship  tested  the  building  to  its  utmost  capacity.  In 
1882,  on  account  of  the  constantly  increasing  member¬ 
ship  of  the  Union  and  the  growing  and  pressing  need 
of  still  larger  accommodations,  the  society  found  that 
the  building  was  still  not  spacious  enough,  and  an 
enlargement  was  deemed  necessary.  An  appeal  was 
made  to  its  numerous  friends,  who  promptly  responded ; 
and  the  addition  to  the  building  was  made,  and  dedi¬ 
cated  May  28,  1883. 

The  extension  has  a  frontage  of  seventy-two  feet 
on  Boylston  Square,  so  that  now  the  Union  Building 
has  light  from  all  four  sides,  and  covers  over  eleven 
thousand  feet. 

The  chief  aim  of  the  officers  of  the  society  is  to 
make  the  Rooms,  to  as  great  an  extent  as  possible,  a 
home  for  young  men ;  to  offer  every  possible  attraction 
in  the  shape  of  books,  papers,  games,  pleasant  com¬ 
panions,  classes,  public  religious  services,  lectures, 
dramatic  and  musical  entertainments,  and  other  means 
of  instruction  and  recreation. 

Without  ever  losing  sight  of  its  special  work,  the 
Union  has  always  been  ready  to  discharge  its  duty  to 
the  community  by  such  general  benevolent  work  as 
may  come  within  its  scope. 

In  this  branch  of  outside  work,  the  officers  have 
been  greatly  assisted  by  members  and  committees  of 
ladies  who  have  labored  indefatigably  and  successfully. 
Among  these  special  objects  may  be  mentioned  the 
Christmas  and  New  Year’s  Festival  for  needy  children, 
the  Rides  for  Invalids,  and  Country  Week  for  poor 
children. 
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In  addition  to  these  are  the  occasions  when,  at 
times  of  disaster  abroad,  the  Rooms  have  been  made 
a  depot  for  the  receipt  of  contributions  and  a  source 
for  the  distribution  of  relief. 

LOCATION. 

The  building  is  situated  on  Boylston  Street,  corner 
of  Tamworth  Street,  near  Tremont  Street,  overlooking 
the  Common,  and  has  also  a  frontage  on  Boylston 
Square  with  an  entrance  opposite  Washington  Street. 

It  is  open  to  air  and  light  on  every  side,  and  nearly 
all  the  various  lines  of  horse-cars  pass  the  door. 

ROOMS. 

The  Reception  Room  is  at  the  head  of  the  first 
flight  of  stairs  from  Boylston  Street,  with  side  windows 
opening  upon  Tamworth  Street,  formerly  called  Lowell 
Place.  The  members  and  all  other  persons  visiting 
the  Union  enter  here,  and  from  this  room  pass  to  the 
other  portions  of  the  building  occupied  by  the  society. 
It  contains  the  desks  of  the  Curator  and  Librarian, 
and  facilities  for  checking  the  garments  of  members. 
It  is  also  supplied  with  tables  for  checkers  and  dom¬ 
inos,  an  aquarium,  a  case  containing  a  nearly  complete 
collection  of  the  birds  of  New  England,  and  the  lead¬ 
ing  Boston  daily  newspapers  on  file.  The  business  of 
the  society  is  here  transacted,  strangers  and  others  de¬ 
siring  information  are  received,  and  such  attentions 
are  afforded  as  are  in  the  power  of  the  Union  to  fur¬ 
nish.  This  room  is  open  every  day,  including  Sun¬ 
days,  from  8  o’clock  A.M.  to  io  o’clock  P.M. 

The  Union  Sitting  Room,  connected  with  this 
room,  is  in  front  on  Boylston  Street,  and  commands 
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a  fine  view  of  the  Common.  It  is  pleasantly  fur¬ 
nished,  has  a  piano,  and  is  intended  to  be  a  social 
room  for  members.  It  contains  a  cabinet  of  collec¬ 
tions  of  minerals,  insects,  etc.  Adjoining  the  Sitting 
Room  is  a  side  room  for  similar  purposes,  and  for 
chess-playing. 

The  President  and  Directors’  Room,  connected 
with  the  Reception  Room  in  the  rear,  is  used  for  the 
business  purposes  of  the  society.  It  commands  a 
view  of  the  entire  floor. 

The  Library  and  Reading  Room  is  in  the  L,  and 

\ 

is  also  connected  with  the  Reception  Room.  It  is 
lighted  with  windows  on  three  sides,  and  is  furnished 
with  a  library  of  over  nine  thousand  volumes,  with  the 
leading  magazines,  religious  papers  of  all  denomina¬ 
tions,  illustrated,  weekly,  and  daily  newspapers.  The 
Library  Room  has  been  enlarged,  so  that  it  now  has 
a  capacity  for  from  forty  thousand  to  fifty  thousand 
volumes,  and  is  the  largest  reading-room  in  Boston, 
being  one  hundred  and  twelve  feet  long  and  having 
five  thousand  feet  of  floor  space.  Members  can  at 
all  times  take  books  from  the  shelves  and  read  them 
in  the  room,  the  Library  thus  becoming  so  attractive 
that  many  are  induced  to  spend  their  time  in  reading 
who  would  not  do  so,  unless  the  books  were  placed,  as 
it  were,  in  their  hands.  Books  can  also  be  taken 
away  under  the  ordinary  regulations. 

Correspondence. —  Facilities  for  correspondence 
are  furnished  to  members  in  connection  with  the 
Library. 

The  Union  Study,  also  opening  from  the  Library, 
is  supplied  with  books  of  reference  accessible  to  mem¬ 
bers  at  all  times. 
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The  Toilet  Room,  with  bathing-rooms  attached, 
is  down  a  rear  flight  of  stairs  from  the  Reception 
Room. 

The  Gymnasium,  another  flight  below,  on  the 
ground  floor,  is  spacious  and  lighted  on  every  side. 
The  improvements  in  1883  added  nearly  three  thou¬ 
sand  feet  of  floor  space,  so  that  it  is  now  one  of  the 
largest  and  most  complete  gymnasiums  in  the  country. 
It  is  136  feet  in  length,  and  covers  6,200  superficial 
feet,  exclusive  of  dressing-rooms,  or  in  all  over  10,000 
feet.  It  is  provided  with  bath-rooms,  large  dressing- 
rooms,  and  is  furnished  with  a  great  variety  of  new 
apparatus  of  the  most  approved  patterns.  Dressing- 
boxes  are  free ;  and  the  members  are  entitled  to 
the  use  of  the  tub  and  sponge  baths,  which  are  pro¬ 
vided  with  hot  and  cold  water.  Instruction  is  afforded 
to  the  members  by  a  well-qualified  superintendent,  Mr. 
J.  W.  Montgomery,  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  A.  H. 
Brown,  A.B.,  as  Director. 

Members  of  the  Union  become  entitled  by  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  seven  dollars  per  year  to  the  use  of  the  Gym¬ 
nasium  at  all  times  when  open.  Four  dollars  per  year 
entitle  them  to  its  use  after  7  o’clock  P.M. 

Committee  Rooms  connect  with  the  Parlor  and 
each  other  by  wide  doors,  and  are  used,  as  well  as 
other  smaller  rooms,  as  occasion  requires. 

Five  large  and  three  small  Class  Rooms  were  gained 
by  the  addition  to  the  building  in  1883. 

The  Union  Hall  is  reached  by  two  easy  flights 
from  Boylston  Street,  as  well  as  by  a  spiral  staircase 
from  the  Reception  Room,  and  has  an  exit  on  Boyl¬ 
ston  Square.  It  is  furnished  with  folding  seats,  and 
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is  capable,  with  the  gallery,  of  seating  five  hundred 
and  twenty-six  people.  The  stage,  which  was  enlarged 
and  improved  in  1883,  is  thirty-six  feet  wide  and  thirty- 
nine  feet  deep,  with  a  proscenium  twenty-one  feet, 
and  is  the  largest  private  stage  in  the  city.  It  is  ad¬ 
mirably  adapted  for  concerts,  lectures,  and  dramatic 
performances,  for  which  it  is  provided  with  new  and 
appropriate  scenery.  Connected  with  the  stage  are 
large  and  convenient  anterooms  and  dressing-rooms, 
with  a  separate  entrance  from  Boylston  Square.  The 
hall  is  used  for  religious  services,  lectures,  entertain¬ 
ments,  and  other  public  purposes  of  the  society,  and 
is  also  let  for  similar  purposes  when  not  used  by  the 
society. 

Eaton  Hall  is  connected  with  The  Union  Hall  by 
double  folding-doors,  so  that  the  two  halls  may  be 
used  together,  if  desired ;  and  it  is  also  used  for  the 
ordinary  purposes  of  the  society.  It  will  seat  about 
one  hundred  persons.  This  hall  was  named  Eaton 
Hall  in  memory  of  the  late  Joseph  B.  Eaton. 

Norcross  Hall,  which  was  gained  by  the  addition 
to  the  building,  is  lighted  with  windows  opening  on 
Boylston  Square.  It  has  a  large  stage  and  anteroom, 
and  has  a  seating  capacity  of  two  hundred  and  seventy- 
five.  This  hall  was  named  Norcross  Hall  in  memory 
of  the  late  Hon.  Otis  Norcross. 

The  Union  Parlor,  reached  from  the  Reception 
Room  by  the  spiral  staircase  or  by  the  main  stairway, 
is  in  front,  with  a  view  of  the  Common.  It  is  fur¬ 
nished  in  a  pleasant,  homelike  manner,  and  contains 
a  piano,  megalethoscope,  kaleidoscope,  pictures,  etc. 
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RELIGIOUS  SERVICES,  CLASSES,  ETC 


To  promote  further  the  objects  of  the  society,  pub¬ 
lic  religious  services,  followed  by  social  singing,  are 
held  regularly  Sunday  evenings  in  The  Union  Hall. 
Classes  are  formed  for  the  study  of  German,  French, 
Spanish,  Book-keeping,  Penmanship,  Sketching,  Vocal 
Music,  Elocution,  Phonography,  Arithmetic,  English 
Grammar,  English  Literature,  Science,  Mechanical 
Drawing,  Physiology,  and  other  branches.  Practical 
talks  on  matters  of  Science,  Political  Economy,  His¬ 
tory,  English  Language,  Banking,  and  Art,  are  given, 
also  Essays  in  Practical  Ethics,  and  frequent  Lectures, 
Readings,  Dramatic,  Musical,  and  other  •  entertain¬ 
ments.

BENEVOLENT  AND  CHARITABLE  WORK.

Under  the  supervision  of  the  Committee  on  Benev¬ 
olent  Action,  benevolent  and  charitable  work  is  carried 
on  in  various  departments. 

The  Employment  Bureau  aids  members,  and 
others,  in  getting  employment.  All  persons  who  can 
furnish  employment,  or  who  know  of  vacancies  to  be 
filled,  confer  a  great  favor  by  communicating  with 
this  Bureau. 

The  Boarding-House  Department  endeavors  to 
provide  good  boarding-places,  at  a  moderate  price, 
for  those  desiring  them. 

A  Committee  on  Churches  provides  members 
with  seats  in  any  church  of  the  city  which  they  desire 
to  attend,  free ,  or  at  a  moderate  expense,  and  renders 
such  other  services  as  are  in  its  power. 
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A  Committee  on  Clothing  attends  to  the  distri¬ 
bution  of  clothing,  given  for  the  purpose,  t$  worthy 
young  men  needing  such  assistance. 

A  Committee  visits  and  cares  for  members  when 
sick. 

Benevolent  and  Charitable  Work  of  various 
kinds  is  carried  on  by  committees  of  members  of  the 
Union  and  the  Ladies’  Committees. 

A  Committee  on  the  Country  Week  sends  poor 
children  into  the  country  for  vacations  of  ten  days  or 
a  fortnight. 

The  Invalid  Rides  Department  furnishes  car¬ 
riages  for  drives  in  the  suburbs,  to  convalescents,  in 
the  hospitals  and  elsewhere. 

Young  men,  without  regard  to  their  religious  belief 
or  associations,  are  cordially  invited  to  become  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  society,  and  to  co-operate  in  the  accom¬ 
plishment  of  its  purposes. 

The  fee  for  Annual  Membership  is  one  dollar  ; 
for  Subscription  Membership,  five  dollars  ;  for  Life 
Membership ,  twenty-five  dollars.  A  subscription 
membership  for  five  successive  years  constitutes  a  life 
membership. 

All  persons  interested  in  the  success  of  the  society, 
who  are  willing  to  aid  it  by  contributions ,  professional 
services  as  teachers ,  by  engaging  in  its  charitable  a?id 
bejievolent  work ,  or  in  a?iy  other  way ,  will  confer  a 
favor  by  communicating  with  any  of  its  officers  or 
committees,  or  proffering  their  assistance  at  the 
Rooms.

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The  item  for  advertising  includes  only  the  amount 
spent  for  general  advertising,  the  amounts  spent  for 
the  various  departments  of  the  Union  work  being 
charged  under  their  respective  heads. 

The  unusually  large  balance  on  hand  for  Country 
Week  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  many  donations 
were  received  after  the  arrangements  for  the  season 
were  completed.  In  view  of  this  large  balance  and  in 
the  hope  of  receiving  increased  donations,  the  Direc¬ 
tors  have  decided  to  extend  the  privileges  of  the  Coun¬ 
try  Week,  as  far  as  the  amount  of  donations  will  permit, 
to  mothers  and  working-girls. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  donations  received  for  the 
Christmas  and  New  Year’s  Festival  for  poor  children 
exceeded  the  immediate  expenses  of  the  Festival. 
The  balance  was  expended  by  the  Special  Committee 
on  the  Festival,  under  the  direction  of  the  Ladies’ 
Committee,  for  the  relief  of  those  poor  women  and 
children  who  had  been  found  to  be  especially 
deserving. 

The  expenses  of  the  Thanksgiving  Dinner,  and  the 
special  donations  received  for  the  same,  are  placed  in 
the  account  of  the  Committee  on  Benevolent  Action. 

During  the  year,  the  Union  received  from  the  heirs 
of  the  late  J.  Thomas  Vose  ten  shares  of  the  Michigan 
Central  Railroad  stock,  the  dividends  of  wjiich  are  to 
be  applied  towards  defraying  the  expenses  of  the 
“Country  Week”  charity.

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COMMITTEE  ON  LECTURES,  CLASSES,  AND 
ENTERTAINMENTS. 

The  Committee  on  this  branch  of  the  Union  work 
has  always  endeavored  to  appreciate  the  wants  of  the 
members  of  the  Union  in  the  matter  of  selecting  and 
presenting  subjects  for  their  instruction  and  study.  It 
is  the  aim  of  the  Committee  to  present  a  large  variety 
of  subjects,  so  as  to  interest  as  many  of  the  members  of 
the  Union  as  possible,  and  offer  them  an  opportunity 
for  the  improvement  of  their  spare  time.  Competent 
instructors  have  been  secured  to  teach  the  several 
branches  of  study,  and  an  effort  has  been  made  to 
encourage  regular  attendance  and  to  make  the  courses 
of  study  profitable. 

Series  of  Lectures  have  been  given  on  subjects  relat¬ 
ing  to  Literature,  Biography,  History,  Travels,  Science, 
Business,  Methods  of  Procedure  in  Congress,  Practical 
Economics,  Free  Trade  and  the  Tariff  Reform  from 
a  business  stand-point,  Lectures  on  Hygiene,  and  an 
Emergency  Course,  for  study  and  examinations,  giving 
instruction  and  directions  as  to  extending  the  first  aid 
to  the  injured. 

In  addition  to  the  courses  of'  Lectures  and  Classes, 
an  interesting  series  of  entertainments  has  been  given 
on  Wednesday  evenings  in  The  Union  Hall.  These 
entertainments  have  been  liberally  patronized  by  the 
members  of  the  Union  and  their  lady  friends. .  The 
Union  Chorus,  under  a  competent  director,  has  met 
once  a  week  for  rehearsals  during  the  season.  The 
following  enumeration  will  give  the  details  of  the  year’s 
work,  showing  both  the  aims  and  variety  of  the  work 
embraced  in  this  department :  — 

Twenty  classes,  with  a  membership  of  six  hundred 
and  thirty-one.  The  Union  Chorus,  membership  of 
seventy.  Nineteen  Literary  Lectures ;  four  Talks  on 
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the  Art  of  Reading  and  Speaking;  nine  Practical 
Talks  (Saturday  evenings) ;  five  Emergency  Lectures ; 
two  Lectures  on  Hygiene;  one  Lecture  on  “Free 
Trade”;  one  Lecture  on  the  “Tariff  Reform,”--— the 
two  last  presented  from  a  business  stand-point ;  the 
reading  of  Dickens’s  “Christmas  Carol,”  December  24. 

Wednesday  evenings :  seven  Concerts,  eight  Con¬ 
certs  and  Readings,  two  Operettas,  nine  Dramatic 
Entertainments,  one  Cantata,  one  Illustrated  Lecture, 
one  Lecture,  Public  Reception  and  Anniversary,  an 
evening  of  Readings  by  the  Class  in  Elocution  (in 
Norcross  Hall),  and  Thanksgiving  Dinner. 

The  total  number  of  Lectures  and  Entertainments  in 
this  department  was  seventy-three. 

The  Committee  has  had  the  co-operation  of  the  Pres¬ 
ident  of  the  Union  in  arranging  the  several  courses  of 
Lectures,  and  the  assistance  of  other  members  of  the 
Board  of  Government  in  carrying  out  this  work,  and 
the  most  valuable  assistance  from  the  great  number  of 
friends  who  have  given  their  services  and  contributed 
so  much  to  the  welfare  of  the  Union.

Our  class  year  began  during  the  second  week  in  No¬ 
vember,  1887,  and  continued  until  April  of  the  present 
year.  Fifteen  branches  were  taught.  There  were 
twenty  classes,  and  seventeen  teachers  were  employed. 
The  uniform  term  was  twenty  weeks,  as  in  the  previous 
year,  one  lesson  being  given  weekly  in  every  class.  In 
several  of  the  classes,  the  pupils  became  so  interested  in 
their  work  as  to  desire  a  continuation  of  the  tuition  at 
their  own  expense;  and  in  such  cases  an  extension  of 
the  term  was  allowed,  the  Union  furnishing  class-room. 

In  general,  the  classes  have  been  conducted  by  the 
same  methods  as  heretofore ;  but  an  improvement  was 
made  in  respect  to  the  classes  in  French  and  German. 
Acting  on  the  excellent  suggestion  of  Mr.  Place,  our 
experienced  German  teacher,  the  applicants  for  admis¬ 
sion  to  these  classes  were  examined  previous  to  begin¬ 
ning  their  work,  and  were  duly  assigned  to  their  proper 
grades,  thus  much  facilitating  the  work  of  the  teacher 
and  the  progress  of  the  pupil  during  the  term.  The 
language  classes  have  had  the  advantage  of  a  series  of 
lectures  and  conferences.  Prof.  Guerin  has  given  four 
French  conferences  during  the  season,  and  the  Berlitz 
School  generously  extended  an  invitation  to  members 
of  the  Union  to  attend  the  weekly  lectures  in  French 
and  in  German  given  by  the  able  instructors  from  the 
School. 

As  before,  members  of  the  Union  have  been  charged 
for  class-membership  the  fee  of  one  dollar,  returnable 
(save  in  the  music  class)  at  the  end  of  the  term,  less 
ten  cents  for  each  unexcused  absence.  Ladies  were 
admitted  to  most  of  the  classes  upon  payment  of  the 
same  fee  (one  dollar),  not  returnable. 

No  new  branches  appear  in  our  list  this  season,  but 
all  of  those  previously  taught  were  continued.  Several 
new  teachers  were  employed  to  fill  vacancies,  caused 
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by  removal  from  the  city  mainly.  They  are  as  follows: 
Mr.  Jonas  M.  Miles,  Arithmetic;  Mr.  J.  E.  Goldthwait, 
Physiology;  Mr.  F.  I.  Wheat,  English  Grammar;  Prof. 
P.  L.  Guerin,  French;  Mr.  W.  G.  de  Coligny,  Spanish. 
These  gentlemen,  without  exception,  gave  high  satis¬ 
faction,  and  merit  the  appreciation  of  those  for  whom 
they  labored.  It  was  our  misfortune,  early  in  the  sea¬ 
son,  to  lose  the  services  of  our  able  instructor  in 
Phonography,  Mr.  E.  E.  Marshall,  through  his  severe 
illness;  but  the  substitute  whom  he  sent,  Mr.  F.  L. 
Maraspin,  faithfully  continued  his  work  in  the  over¬ 
sight  of  this  important  class. 

The  remaining  names  upon  our  list  are  of  teachers 
who  have  served  for  longer  periods  and  who,  perhaps 
all  the  more,  deserve  our  grateful  commendation.  No 
pains  have  been  spared  to  keep  the  standard  of  the 
Union  instruction  a  high  one,  and  it  is  hoped  that  from 
year  to  year  an  increasing  number  of  applicants  will 
testify  to  the  success  of  our  efforts  in  this  direction. 

Special  mention  should  be  made  of  the  large  and 
interesting  class  in  Penmanship.  Its  popular  teacher, 
Mr.  Whittemore,  offered  a  prize  this  season  to  the 
pupil  making  the  most  improvement  in  writing.  It 
was  awarded  to  Mr.  Edw.  M.  Weston. 

On  the  evening  of  March  30,  members  of  Prof.  Bick¬ 
ford’s  large  class  in  Elocution  gave  a  recital  in  Norcross 
Hall,  with  results  very  flattering  to  their  instructor  and 
most  enjoyable  to  their  audience. 

Practical  Talks,  Sixteenth  Annual  Series. — 
The  Committee  was  again  able  to  offer  to  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Union  and  to  the  public  a  new  and  in¬ 
structive  course  of  lectures  on  Saturday  evenings, 
commencing  January  7.  The  Union  Hall  was  filled 
at  each  lecture,  and  the  large  attendance  was  most 
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gratifying ;  for  it  proves  that  this  popular  course  is  a 
most  useful  one,  and  that  the  variety  of  subjects  treated 
was  appreciated  both  by  the  members  of  the  Union  and 
the  many  friends  who  attended.  Five  lectures  were 
illustrated  with  the  stereopticon,  the  Astronomical  Lect¬ 
ure  with  an  illuminated  cosmosphere.

The  work  of  arranging  these  entertainments  has 
again  been  intrusted  to  this  Committee,  and  it  has 
been  its  aim  to  present  those  of  uniform  merit.  The 
Committee  has  availed  itself  of  the  kind  offers  of  a 
large  number  of  singers,  pianists,  violinists,  and  read¬ 
ers,  also  others  that  have  assisted  on  the  dramatic 
evenings,  all  of  whom  have  given  their  services.  As  in 
former  years,  the  Committee  has  arranged  largely  with 
musical  talent ;  and  the  concerts  in  connection  with 
readings  have  again  formed  a  large  number  of  these 
entertainments.  The  dramatic  evenings  have  been  of 
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usual  interest,  and  the  merits  of  the  several  plays  given 
by  amateur  companies  have  been  recognized  and  en¬ 
joyed  by  the  large  audiences  which  have  attended. 
The  Union  Chorus  has  given,  with  the  assistance  of 
some  of  the  best  local  talent,  one  miscellaneous  concert 
and  one  Cantata,  both  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Byron 
A.  Robinson. 

The  entertainments  given  the  past  season  have  in¬ 
cluded  some  of  the  best  talent  in  the  city,  and  have 
been  exceptionally  good,  meeting  the  approval  of  the 
large  audiences  who  have  attended  them  ;  and  it  is 
gratifying  that  their  popularity  still  continues  undimin¬ 
ished.  The  performers  have  always  received  the  kind¬ 
est  attention  and  consideration  from  those  who  have 
attended,  and  the  cordial  welcome  extended  has  been 
fully  appreciated.  This  kindly  feeling  helps  in  a  two¬ 
fold  way  to  increase  the  benefits  which  the  Union  aims 
to  bestow.

Thanksgiving  Dinner. —  The  seventeenth  annual 
celebration  of  the  old  New  England  home  festival  and 
dinner  was  observed  in  The  Union  Hall,  and  a  cordial 
welcome  extended  to  all  those  members  who  were  una¬ 
ble  to  meet  with  their  kindred  and  friends  on  that  day. 

As  the  guests  marched  into  the  hall,  they  were 
greeted  with  a  profusion  of  harvest  decorations  and 
national  flags  surrounding  a  golden  “  Welcome  ”  upon 
the  platform ;  and  the  three  long  tables  with  their 
abundance  of  delicacies  were  soon  surrounded  by  the 
representatives  of  many  lands. 

It  is  always  an  interesting  feature  of  these  Thanks¬ 
giving  occasions  at  the  Union  to  note  the  many  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  this  and  other  lands  present  to  whom  Bos¬ 
ton  is  now  their  home  by  adoption.

There  has  been  during  the  past  year,  as  in  preceding 
years,  an  increased  use  by  members  of  the  various 
rooms  of  the  society ;  and  the  building,  with  all  its 
additions,  has  been  found  none  too  large  for  the  de¬ 
mands  of  the  Union.

The  repairs  and  renovations  during  the  year  were 
considerable.

with  present  accommodations  for  two  hundred  addi¬ 
tional  members  and  opportunities  for  the  accommoda¬ 
tion  of  as  many  more,  were  added  to  the  Gymnasium. 
Some  new  scenery  was  furnished  in  The  Union  Hall, 
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and  a  grand  piano  was  purchased  for  use  upon  the 
stage.

Mr.  William  Morrison,  who  had  been  connected  with 
the  Union  since  October,  1877,  and  for  several  years 
had  been  in  charge  of  the  Rooms,  died  Nov.  27,  1887. 
Mr.  Herbert  C.  Bronsdon,  who  has  for  many  years 
been  in  charge  of  the  accounts  and  of  the  Employment 
Bureau,  succeeded  him  as  Curator  and  in  the  general 
supervision  of  the  Rooms  and  employes.  Mr.  Richard 
Ray,  Jr.,  has  continued  in  charge  of  the  Library,  Mr. 
Peter  J.  Brennan  as  Janitor,  and  Mr.  Stephen  N.  Wig- 
glesworth  as  Stage  Director  of  The  Union  Hall,  when 
it  has  been  in  use.  Mr.  George  Seaborn,  who  had 
been  previously  engaged  much  of  the  time  in  the 
repairs  of  the  building,  has,  during  the  latter  part  of 
the  year,  been  employed  permanently  for  general  re¬ 
pairs  and  assistance.  Others  have  been  employed  in 
the  different  departments  according  as  the  necessities 
of  the  work  of  the  Union  have  required. 

The  Committee  is  again  happy  to  testify  to  the  ex- 
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traordinary  faithfulness  and  efficiency  with  which  the 
Union  has  been  served  by  its  present  assistants,  and 
especially  to  the  self-sacrificing  manner  in  which  they 
undertook  the  unusual  labors  which  they  were  called 
upon  to  perform  by  the  emergencies  of  the  year. 

Mr.  Morrison  had  served  the  Union  with  great  fidel¬ 
ity  for  more  than  ten  years,  and  with  a  zeal,  industry, 
and  devotion  to  the  Union  which  deserve  more  than 
ordinary  mention.  His  efforts  for  the  society  and  his 
kindly  interest  and  deeds  in  behalf  of  the  members  of 
the  Union  will  be  held  in  grateful  remembrance,  and 
his  loss  will  be  long  and  deeply  felt. 

The  members  of  the  Committee  are  deeply  grateful 
to  the  donors  and  employes,  and  to  the  members  of 
the  Union,  for  the  aid  and  assistance  which  they  have 
afforded  in  helping  to  maintain  the  Rooms  in  a  com¬ 
fortable  and  attractive  manner.

COMMITTEE  ON  BENEVOLENT  ACTION. 

The  work  of  this  Committee  has  been  conducted 
during  the  past  year  on  the  same  general  principles  as 
heretofore,  and  the  following  reports  will  indicate  the 
results  obtained  :  — 

The  Country  Week,  Thirteenth  Season. —  The 
public  interest  in  this  charity  has  not  lessened,  and  has 
provided  means  of  extending  its  benefits  to  a  larger 
number  of  children  than  ever  before. 

The  work  has  steadily  increased  from  its  small 
beginning  in  1875,  when  160  children  were  given  a 
vacation  in  the  country.  The  number  of  persons  sent 
out  during  the  past  year  was  2,759,  making  a  total  for 
the  thirteen  summers  of  over  20,000. 

Miss  Ellen  H.  Bailey  has  continued  in  special  charge 
of  the  work,  and  its  growing  success  is  largely  owing 
to  her  intelligent  and  faithful  management.  She  has 
been  ably  assisted  by  the  corps  of  ladies  whose  names 
appear  below,  and  whose  disinterested  and  self-sacri¬ 
ficing  efforts  have  been  of  the  greatest  value. 

182  towns  received  the  Country  Week  visitors  during 
the  past  season.  The  average  length  of  visit  was 
twelve  and  one-half  days,  and  the  average  individual 
expense  was  $3.91.

This  comparatively  large  balance  is  mainly  made  up

— This 
department  of  our  benevolent  work  has  been  conducted 
through  another  season  with  very  satisfactory  results. 
Orders  for  carriages  have  been  issued  by  which  1,961 
persons  have  been  benefited.  A  pleasant  drive  of 
about  two  hours  has  been  given  to  convalescents  and 
invalids  able  to  enjoy  it,  and  carriages  have  also  been 
furnished  to  move  sick  persons  to  and  from  hospitals 
and  different  parts  of  the  city.

The  distribution  of  harbor  tickets  is  a  large  and  im¬ 
portant  item  of  our  work,  and  the  Committee  feels  that 
to  many  it  is  a  means  of  obtaining  health  and  enjoy¬ 
ment  that  would  otherwise  be  denied.  These  tickets 
are  given  to  convalescents,  to  mothers  with  children, 
and  others,  to  whom  the  cool  breezes  of  the  ocean  are 
a  healthful  change  from  the  stifled  air  of  the  city  dur¬ 
ing  the  hot  weather.  1,276  round-trip  tickets  to  the 
different  harbor  resorts  have  been  disposed  of  in  this 
manner.  Horse-car  tickets  have  also  been  used  in 
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large  numbers,  over  2,800  having  been  given  to  enable 
sick  persons  to  visit  dispensaries,  and  also  to  give 
them  pleasant  rides  into  the  suburbs.

More  situations  have  been  filled  than  last  year,  and 
more  than  the  statement  itself  shows,  owing  to  the 
frequent  failure  of  proper  returns  from  the  places  filled. 
There  have,  however,  been  a  large  number  of  appli¬ 
cants  for  employment  who  have  been  disappointed, 
owing  to  their  unfitness  for  the  positions  desired  by 
them.  We  try  to  send  the  right  man  to  the  right 
place,  and  satisfactory  references  are  always  required. 
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Any  capable  young  man  producing  such  references 
may  hope  to  secure  employment. 

Boarding  and  Lodging  Houses. —  The  reference 
list  has  been  continued  as  in  previous  years,  and  has 
been  open  to  members  and  to  the  public.  It  has  been 
much  consulted.  Great  care  has  been  exercised  in  its 
selections,  and  it  has  proved  of  valuable  assistance  to 
young  men  in  search  of  homes.  During  the  past  year, 
one  hundred  and  seventy-six  places  have  been  regis¬ 
tered,  one  hundred  and  eighteen  in  town  and  fifty- 
eight  in  the  country. 

Seats  in  Churches. —  The  usual  attention  has  been 
given  in  assisting  those  desiring  seats  in  churches 
of  a?iy  religious  denomination  to  obtain  them,  as  far  as 
application  has  been  made. 

Care  of  the  Sick. —  Visits  have  been  made  to  sick 
members  in  homes  and  hospitals,  and  the  Committee 
is  always  glad  to  furnish  aid  to  any  who  may  require  it. 

Distribution  of  Clothing. —  The  work  of  receiv¬ 
ing  clothing  from  the  charitably  disposed  and  of  dis¬ 
tributing  the  same  to  the  poor  and  deserving  (mostly 
among  our  own  members)  has  not  been  neglected.  It 
has  been  in  the  special  charge  of  Mr.  John  H.  Ed¬ 
wards,  of  the  Committee,  and  Mr.  H.  C.  Bronsdon.

COMMITTEE  ON  PUBLIC  WORSHIP  AND 
RELIGIOUS  STUDY. 

Public  religious  services  have  been  held  regularly 
throughout  the  past  year  in  The  Union  Hall  on  Sun¬ 
day  evenings,  conducted  by  the  clergy  and  laity  of  the 
different  religious  denominations.

The  Committee  would  hereby  express  its  thanks  to 
the  clergy  and  laity  for  their  valued  services  kindly 
rendered,  and  also  to  those  musical  friends  who  have 
at  times  favored  the  Union  by  taking  part  in  the  ser¬ 
vices.  Mr.  Byron  A.  Robinson,  precentor,  and  Mr. 
Jabez  L.  Robinson  as  pianist  and  accompanist,  have 
faithfully  attended  to  their  official  duties  during  the 
past  year.

Practical  Ethics,  Eleventh  Annual  Series. — 
Character  building, —  helping  to  properly  influence  the 
young  men,  and  aiming  to  impress  upon  them  the  im¬ 
portance  of  possessing  correct  principles  and  habits, 
and  the  right  ideas  to  govern  them  in  laying  the  foun¬ 
dation  for  a  true,  noble,  and  useful  life, —  this  has  al¬ 
ways  been  a  prominent  feature  in  the  work  of  the 
Union. 

The  past  season’s  course  in  “  Practical  Ethics  ”  (the 
eleventh)  has  proved  to  be  one  of  the  most  important 
and  successful  of  any  in  the  past. 

As  heretofore  much  care  was  taken  in  the  selection 
of  such  subjects  as  your  Committee  wished  to  have 
presented  to  the  young  men,  and  such  as  it  believed 
would  have  an  influence  in  helping  them  to  form  and 
possess  a  clear  understanding  of  their  every-day  duties 
in  the  active  life  now  opening  up  before  them. 
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Each  of  the  several  essayists,  who  kindly  accepted 
invitations  for  the  course,  was  very  practical  and  clear 
in  his  presentation  of  the  subject  assigned  to  him. 

An  informal  consideration  of  the  subject  presented 
followed  the  delivery  of  the  essay  each  evening,  as  in 
former  years,  all  present  being  invited  to  take  part, 
many  young  people  asking  questions  and  expressing 
their  views,  thus  evincing  an  active  interest  on  the 
part  of  the  many  who  have  attended  the  course.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PHYSICAL 

CULTURE. 

The  Gymnasium  has  been  in  charge  of  Mr.  A.  H. 
Brown,  A.B.,  Medical  Director,  and  J.  W.  Mont¬ 
gomery,  Superintendent,  the  largely  increased  member¬ 
ship  and  attendance  being  a  compliment  to  the  faithful 
and  efficient  performance  of  their  duties. 

The  membership  on  March  31  was  one  thousand  one 
hundred  and  fifteen,  a  large  increase  in  excess  of  the 
number  reported  in  previous  years.  Early  in  the  fall, 
this  increased  membership  compelled  the  Committee 
to  devise  means  for  enlarging  the  dressing  and  locker 
accommodations.  The  admission  of  new  members  was 
of  necessity  partially  suspended  for  several  weeks,  in 
consequence  of  our  inability  to  supply  lockers.  During 
which  period  a  new  dressing-room,  with  two  hundred 
lockers  (and  space  for  two  hundred  more)  and  ample 
bath  accommodations,  was  established  in  the  south-west 
corner  of  the  basement,  and  opened  for  use  on  January 
15,  giving  a  total  locker  accommodation  of  about 
fifteen  hundred,  thus  relieving  us  of  the  temporary  in¬ 
convenience  to  which  we  had  been  subjected,  and 
enabling  us  to  again  admit  new  members  to  the  privi¬ 
leges  of  this  branch  of  the  Union  work. 

In  addition  to  these  improvements,  the  working 
equipment  of  the  Gymnasium  has  been  increased  by 
the  addition  of  a  new  spring-board,  three  tumbling- 
mats,  two  sparring-bags,  one  set  floor  parallel  bars, 
one  set  high  parallel  bars,  and  one  vaulting  pole. 

Five  hundred  and  seventeen  members  have  availed 
themselves  of  the  benefits  of  the  physical  examination 
and  advice  as  to  exercise  given  by  Mr.  Brown.  The 
classes  under  Mr.  Montgomery  have  been  more  fully 
attended  than  ever.  Two  very  creditable  exhibitions 
have  been  held,  under  the  direct  charge  of  Mr.  Mont¬ 
gomery,  on  the  evenings  of  December  17  and  Febru- 
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ary  17  ;  and  the  members  participating,  as  in  the  past, 
acquitted  themselves  most  creditably.  The  Gymna¬ 
sium  was  closed  as  usual  for  three  weeks  during  the 
summer  for  necessary  repairs. 

Early  in  the  year  the  Committee  were  consulted  by 
the  Massachusetts  Civil  Service  Commissioners  in  ref¬ 
erence  to  the  feasibility  of  an  efficient  and  intelligent 
physical  examination  of  the  applicants  for  positions  on 
the  police  force  and  in  the  Fire  Department,  to  follow 
the  mental  and  educational  examinations  on  the  part 
of  the  commissioners.  Later,  a  consultation  with  both 
the  Civil  Service  and  Police  Commissioners  resulted  in 
the  Union  Gymnasium  taking  charge  of  the  physical 
examinations  of  all  applicants  sent  by  the  Civil  Service 
Commissioners,  beginning  with  the  Police  Department. 
For  this  service,  one  hundred  and  fifty-seven  have  been 
examined,  about  twenty  per  cent,  of  whom  failed  to 
pass  the  necessary  tests,  the  result  being  that  all 
accepted  for  the  police  force  are  both  mentally  and 
physically  qualified  to  fill  the  position,  and  those  so 
appointed  are  under  no  obligation  to  any  one  for  the 
position.  The  Police  Commissioners  have  expressed 
great  satisfaction  at  the  results  already  accomplished 
and  with  the  superior  fitness  of  those  accepted  under 
this  system.  More  recently,  examinations  have  been 
made  of  applicants  for  positions  in  the  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment,  the  standard,  in  consequence  of  the  different 
nature  of  a  fireman’s  duties,  being  somewhat  varied 
from  that  which  is  established  for  the  test  of  fitness  on 
the  part  of  applicants  for  positions  on  the  police  force. 
One  hundred  and  thirty  candidates  for  positions  in  the 
Fire  Department  have  been  examined,  about  one-third 
being  rejected.

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SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON  CHRISTMAS  AND 
NEW  YEAR’S  FESTIVAL. 

The  Fifteenth  Annual  Christmas  and  New  Year’s 
Festival  for  needy  children  was  given  in  The  Union 
Hall  on  Saturday  afternoon,  Dec.  31,  1887.  The  work 
of  arranging  this  festival  was  divided  among  four  com¬ 
mittees,  as  follows  :  Invitations,  Presents,  Refreshments, 
Tree  and  Entertainment.  This  Committee  was  large, 
and  about  equally  divided  in  numbers,  and  was  com¬ 
posed  of  ladies  and  gentlemen,  many  of  whom  have 
served  ever  since  this  charity  was  established  by  the 
Union.  Their  long  service  as  a  Committee  has  given 
them  a  large  experience  in  work  of  this  kind  ;  and,  by 
their  effective  service,  the  charity  has  grown  to  become 
a  large  one,  and  the  additional  work  of  each  year  is 
most,  cheerfully  accomplished.  At  the  general  meet¬ 
ing  for  the  arranging  of  the  festival,  the  several  com¬ 
mittees  arrange  for  their  part  of  the  work  ;  and,  when 
the  day  of  the  festival  arrived,  every  detail  was  com¬ 
pleted,  and  everything  done  for  the  comfort  and  pleas¬ 
ure  of  the  children.  This  faithful  service  is  fully 
appreciated  by  the  Board  of  Government  and  the 
friends  of  the  Union.  The  generous  responses  to  the 
circular  issued  by  the  Committee,  soliciting  contribu¬ 
tions  of  money,  clothing,  under-garments,  boots,  hats, 
books,  and  toys,  enabled  them  to  provide  for  a  large 
number  of  children. 

The  number  invited  to  this  festival  was  five  hundred 
and  seventy-six;  and  nearly  all  were  present,  and  also 
some  of  their  mothers.  On  the  afternoon  of  the  festi¬ 
val,  Mr.  W.  F.  Whitcomb,  of  the  Committee  on  Enter¬ 
tainment,  welcomed  the  children,  and  was  followed  by 
President  Baldwin,  who,  at  the  close  of  his  remarks, 
wished  all  “A  Happy  New  Year.”  . 

The  entertainment  consisted  of  songs  by  Mrs.  H.  F. 
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Knowles;  selections  by  the  Cadet  Band  Orchestra, 
Mr.  Thomas  W.  Henry,  cornet  soloist ;  popular  airs 
sung  by  the  children,  accompanied  by  cornet ;  humor¬ 
ous  songs  by  Mr.  John  Thomas;  violin  duets  by  Mas¬ 
ter  W.  F.  Steffens  and  Miss  L.  A.  Steffens  ;  Madame 
Dietrich-Strong,  accompanist. 

A  short  drama,  entitled  “Waiting  for  Santa  Claus,” 
was  performed  by  children,  introducing  the  brilliantly 
decorated  Christmas  tree.  Refreshments  were  then 
served,  followed  by  the  distribution  of  gifts  from  the 
ti  te.  As  the  children  left  the  hall,  a  large  parcel  was 
given  to  each  one,  containing  comfortable  garments 
which  the  observing  visitor  at  their  homes  had  seen 
and  made  record  that  they  needed  ;  also,  books,  games, 
or  toys  best  suited  to  their  ages.  The  parcels  given 
to  the  children  (five  hundred  and  seventy-six)  were 
larger  and  contained  articles  of  even  a  better  quality 
than  in  previous  years.

The  various  committees  were  assisted  by  volunteer 
workers,  the  larger  number  assisting  the  Refreshment 
Committee  in  serving  the  children,  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  Townsend. 

Contributions  of  wearing  apparel,  toys,  cake,  etc., 
were  received  from  numerous  firms  and  individuals  ; 
and  the  cash  donations  amounted  to  $1,595.50. 

The  Saturday  Relief,  which  followed,  was  for  the 
benefit  of  needy  children  who  were  not  in  attendance 
at  the  festival,  and  took  place  on  January  7.  The 
relief  was  in  charge  of  the  Committee  on  Presents, 
assisted  by  ladies  and  gentlemen  of  the  other  commit¬ 
tees.  The  work  was  carefully  arranged.  All  the  chil¬ 
dren  receiving  gifts  were  those  who  had  been  visited 
or  vouched  for  by  some  member  of  the  Committee,  and 
received  cards  notifying  them  when  to  meet  the  Com¬ 
mittee.  Children  belonging  to  one  hundred  and  sixty 
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families  were  given  clothing,  underwear,  boots,  mittens, 
such  articles  as  they  needed,  besides  books  and  toys. 
A  box  containing  under-garments,  boots,  hats,  books, 
etc.,  was  sent  to  a  school  of  colored  children  at  Merry 
Point,  Va.,  and  the  remaining  toys  to  the  Children’s 
Hospital.

I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  “  Trustees  of  the  Per¬ 
manent  Fund  of  the  Boston  Young  Men’s  Christian 
Union  ”  the  sum  of 


CONSTITUTION 


OF  THE 


ARTICLE  I. 

Title. 

This  Society  shall  be  called  the  “  Boston  Young  Men’s 
Christian  Union.” 

ARTICLE  II. 

Eligibility  of  M embers. 

All  young  men  of  good  moral  character,  and  claiming  to 
believe  in  the  truths  of  Christianity,  without  distinction  of 
sect  or  party,  shall  be  eligible  as  members  of  this  Society; 
but  no  person  shall  vote  at  any  meeting  of  the  Society  who 
has  not  been  a  member  for  the  period  of  one  year,  at  least, 
previous  to  such  meeting. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Admission  of  Members. 

Members  may  be  admitted  in  such  manner  and  on  such 
conditions  as  the  Board  of  Government  may  prescribe. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

x 

Annual,  Subscription,  and  Life  Members. 

All  persons  qualified  as  before  named,  who  shall  be  ad¬ 
mitted  in  the  manner  herein  provided,  shall,  upon  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  one  dollar  annually,  become  and  continue  members 
of  this  Society;  upon  the  payment  of  five  dollars,  or  more 
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annually,  shall  become  and  continue  subscription  mem¬ 
bers  ;  and  all  persons  so  qualified  and  admitted,  who  shall 
pay  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  in  five  or  less  annual 
instalments,  shall  become  life  members  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Officers. 

The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a  Board  of 
Directors,  consisting  of  a  President,  Vice-President,  Secre¬ 
tary,  Treasurer,  and  six  additional  members,  all  of  whom 
shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  by  ballot  from  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Society,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year, 
or  until  others  are  elected  in  their  places.  Vacancies  occur¬ 
ring  from  any  cause  in  said  offices  may  be  filled  by  the  Board 
of  Directors;  and  any  officers  so  chosen  shall  hold  their 
offices  until  the  next  regular  election  by  the  Society. 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  power  to  appoint,  sub¬ 
ject  to  their  direction,  such  other  officers  and  committees 
from  among  the  members  as  they  may  deem  expedient. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Duties  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Directors, — • 

First ,  To  provide  for  the  use  of  the  Society  suitable 
rooms,  centrally  located  in  the  city  of  Boston. 

Second, ,  To  provide  and  keep  in  said  rooms  such  books, 
periodicals,  and  newspapers  as  will,  in  their  judgment,  pro¬ 
mote  the  object  of  the  Society. 

Third \  To  make  such  arrangements  for  social  religious 
exercises  as  they  shall  deem  practicable  and  conducive  to 
the  best  interests  of  the  Society. 

Fourth ,  To  induce  the  members  of  the  Society  to  con¬ 
nect  themselves  with  some  of  the  religious  societies  in  the 
vicinity,  according  always  to  their  denominational  prefer¬ 
ences,  and  especially  to  seek  out  and  impart  information, 
and  render  aid,  assistance,  and  encouragement  to  those  who 
come  as  strangers  to  the  city,  striving  to  guard  them  against 
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temptation,  to  surround  them  with  Christian  influences, 
and  to  interest  them  in  the  cultivation  of  a  religious  life. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Meetings. 

* 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  for  the  choice  of  offi¬ 
cers  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  April ;  and 
other  regular  meetings  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Wednes¬ 
days  of  July,  October,  and  January.  The  Board  of  Direc¬ 
tors  may  call  other  meetings  of  the  Society  from  time  to 
time  ;  and  they  shall  call  such  meetings  whenever  requested 
so  to  do  by  the  written  application  of  any  seventeen  mem¬ 
bers,  stating  the  purposes  for  which  such  meeting  is  to  be 
held ;  said  meetings  to  be  called  in  such  manner  as  the  said 
Board  may  deem  expedient,  having  previously  given  reason¬ 
able  notice  thereof.  Seventeen  members  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  of  the  Society  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Per?nanent  Fund. 

The  Board  of  Directors  may  transfer  such  of  the  funds  of 
the  Society  as  they  may  think  best  to  a  Permanent  Fund; 
may  appoint  five  trustees  to  control  such  fund,  and  shall  at 
the  time  of  such  appointment  determine  the  character  of 
the  trust  by  an  instrument  in  writing.  Vacancies  occurring 
at  any  time  hereafter  in  the  number  of  said  trustees  shall 
be  filled  by  the  remaining  members,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  for  the  time  being. 


ARTICLE  IX. 

A  mendments. 

These  articles  may  be  added  to,  altered,  or  amended  at 
any  regular  meeting,  or  special  meeting  called  for  the  pur¬ 
pose,  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present, 
provided  that  such  additions,  alterations,  or  amendments 
shall  have  been  proposed  in  writing  at  one  meeting,  at  least, 
prior  to  that  at  which  they  are  to  be  acted  upon. 


BY-LAWS 


OF  THE 


BOARD  OF  GOVERNMENT. 


ARTICLE  I. 

Meetings. 

Regular  meeting's  of  the  Board  of  Government  shall  be 
held  on  the  second  Monday  of  each  month.  Special  meet¬ 
ings  may  be  called  at  any  time,  by  order  of  the  President, 
Secretary,  or  any  two  Directors.  The  Secretary  shall 
notify  members  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  meetings. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Standing  Committees. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  in  each  year,  eight 
standing  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
who  shall  be  under  the  authority  and  subject  to  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  whole  Board ;  and  the  reports  of  the  various 
committees  shall  be  first  in  order  at  each  regular  meeting 
of  the  Board.  The  committees  may  appoint,  subject  to  the 
approval  and  ratification  of  the  Board,  such  sub-committees 
from  among  the  members  of  the  Society  as  they  shall  deem 
fit,  provided,  however,  that  each  sub-committee  shall  be  sub¬ 
ject  in  its  action  to  the  committee  of  the  Board  to  which  it 
is  subordinate.  The  eight  committees  shall  be  constituted 
as  follows :  — 

i.  Committee  on  Finance. —  They  shall  have  charge  of 
the  financial  affairs  of  the  Society,  and  shall,  with  the 
Treasurer,  devise  ways  and  means  for  procuring  funds, 
obtaining  donations  and  assessments,  investing  the  same, 
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and  superintending  ail  disbursements.  They  shall  audit 
the  report  of  the  Treasurer  before  it  is  submitted  to  the 
Union  at  the  annual  meetings. 

2.  Committee  on  Lectures,  Classes,  and  Entertain¬ 
ments. —  They  may  provide  for  courses  of  lectures  or  single 
lectures ;  shall  organize  and  have  supervision  of  all  clubs 
and  classes  formed  for  instruction  or  discussion,  except 
classes  for  religious  study  and  discussion ;  and  shall  have 
general  supervision  of  all  entertainments,  both  public  and 
private. 

3.  Committee  on  Library. —  They  shall  have  the  gen¬ 
eral  charge  of  all  matters  connected  with  this  department. 
They  shall  purchase  such  books  for  the  Library  and  Study, 
and  obtain  such  newspapers  and  other  periodicals  as  they 
deem  expedient. 

4.  Committee  on  Rooms. —  They  shall  have  the  general 
charge  of  the  rooms,  and  shall  take  especial  pains  to  intro¬ 
duce  strangers  visiting  the  city. 

5.  Committee  on  Members. —  They  shall  organize  means 
for  increasing  the  membership  of  the  Society,  and  shall 
have  the  general  supervision  of  the  admission  of  new 
members. 

6.  Committee  on  Benevolent  Action. —  They  shall 
organize  means  for  providing  strangers,  and  others  in  want, 
with  employment,  with  good  boarding-houses,  with  seats  in 
churches,  and  shall  have  the  general  supervision  of  all  works 
of  benevolence  and  reform  undertaken  by  the  Union. 

7.  Committee  on  Public  Worship  and  Religious 
Study. —  They  shall  have  charge  of  all  measures  for  public 
religious  worship  undertaken  by  the  Union,  either  within  or 
outside  of  the  rooms  of  the  Society,  and  shall  have  the 
supervision  of  all  classes  formed  for  religious  study  and 
discussion. 
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8.  Committee  on  Physical  Culture. —  They  shall 
have  the  general  charge  of  the  gymnasium  and  athletic 
sports,  and  other  measures  for  promoting  the  health  of  the 
members. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Treasurer. 

The  Treasurer  shall  present  to  the  Board  a  Monthly  Re¬ 
port  showing  the  condition  of  the  finances.  No  money  shall 
be  paid  by  him  except  by  the  authority  of  the  Board,  or 
approval  in  writing  of  some  member  of  the  committee  under 
whose  direction  the  expenditures  were  incurred. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Annual  Report. 

The  Board  shall  present,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Society,  a  detailed  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  insti¬ 
tution  and  of  its  operations  during  the  preceding  year. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Reports  of  Committees. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  committees  to  keep  a  detailed 
account  of  their  proceedings,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  to 
place  the  same,  with  the  reports  of  their  sub-comnuttees,  in 
the  hands  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Amendments  to  By-Laws. 

The  foregoing  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at 
any  meeting  of  the  Board,  providing  two-thirds  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  present  assent  thereto ;  but  no  alteration,  addition,  or 
amendment  shall  be  adopted  at  the  same  meeting  at  which 
it  is  proposed. 

The  President,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  ex  officio ,  shall 
have  the  supervision  of  all  printing  and  advertising.
